Ascot Tough on ane Players; 


Arbar Confirms a Championship 


LonpDOoN 


Apart from the Derby, Ascot is our big 
week of the year so I may as well deal 
with it in chronologicai order. I began 
on Sunday when I flew over to Chantilly 
with Charles Elliott and Charles Sm‘rke, 
who were riding in the French Derby. 
That is not my affair, but it seems to me 
the French 3-year-olds are in much the 
same position as our own. They go on 
beating each other in turn and when that 
happens they are not a vintage lot. Rich- 
ard Carver, who had trained first and 
second in our Derby, had three runners. 
Bey, least fancied of the trio, prevailed. 


Bey had better luck than came the way 
of some of the others. He followed M. M. 
Boussac’s second string, Heraclius, into 
the straight. When that colt was beaten 
Charles Elliott pulled out and allowed 
Bey to come through on the inside. In 
that way he got first run which enabled 
Bey to bring off a surprise. When I 
spoke to Rae Johnstone after the race the 
first thing he did was to say how grateful 
he was to Elliott for a sporting action. I 
had seen Turmoil, the most fancied of 
Carver’s three runners, beat Flush Royal 
at Longchamp for second place to My 
Love. Now the pair exchanged places. 


Old-timers used to say when they go on 
beating each other they are not top-class. 
Royal Drake, second in our Derby, was in 
such a hopeless position at the final turn 
that he might as well have stayed at 
home. No doubt it was too close a call on 
his services and he did look a bit lighter 
than at Epsom. I was a little disap- 
pointed with the field in the paddock. 
For the most part they lacked quality. 
There was no Arbar amongst them. 


FRANCE’S FIRST BLOW. It started 
on Tuesday and extended to Friday. All 
the best horses in England and many 
from the Continent were on view. It was 
a blow to our pride when France kicked 
off with a couple of winners. All very 
well saying they can breed better stayers 
in France. They can also produce fast 
horses. Solina won the Queen Anne 
Stakes of seven furlongs and 155 yards. 
Estoc won the Gold Vase of two miles. 


Solina is a strongly built son of Fair 
Copy, a sire owned and bred by the late 
Lord Derby. Coming from the Phalaris 
line, Fair Copy was a high-class horse up 
to a mile and a quarter. Even though he 
was second in the St. Leger, he did not 
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have scored more comfortably at six and 
a half to seven furlongs. The extra yards 
were finding him out. He got a little out 
of hand towards the finish and just man- 
aged to hold off the fast finishing Panair 
by a head. Solina and Panair each had a 
second outing later in the week. Neither 
displayed the same dash as in the Queen 
Anne Stakes. 

Panair stays much better than the aver- 
age Panorama who is more noted for sir- 
ing sprinters. He was himself no more 
than a six furlong horse but at that dis- 
tance was at the top of the tree. He has 
been most successful in siring stock simi- 
lar to himself. Another French-bred one 
in the 5-year-old Fast Soap was beaten 
into third place. He is a good-looking 
horse but does not give the impression 
that he is a great battler. He rather re- 
sented the whip but consented to run on 
again when it was put down. 

Estoc is by no means in the first class 
amongst those of his age in France. I had 
seen him thoroughly trounced by My Love 
at Longchamp but the extra distance in 
the Gold Vase enabled him to play to the 
full on his stamina. Estoc is a son of 
Jock, who was bought by a syndicate of 
British breeders but had the misfortune 
to meet with a fatal accident. There was 
much confidence behind Estoc and his 
stamina gained the day. It looked like 
being a two-horse race soon after turning 
into the final stretch and when the 
French-bred 5-year-old Vulgan came with 
a run it seemed he would prevail. He 
was going better than Estoc rather more 
than a furlong from the winning post 
but the weight began to tell. Estoc, on 
the other hand, though under severe pres- 
sure, continued to battle away with much 
pluck. He again secured the mastery in- 
side the final furlong to win all out by 
three-quarters of a length. 

It was a game performance on the part 
of the winner as he had been under the 
whip for a long way but ran on with the 
greatest pluck. We might have retained 
the spoils if the Bois Roussel colt Wood- 
burn had shown a spark of generosity. 
Instead of doing so he ducked and dodged 
about like one who would have gone 
down a rabbit hole if one had been avail- 
able. He has done that before. French- 
bred filly, Laurelle, own sister to that

NO ORCHIDS. We were able to with- 
stand the French challenge in the Ascot 
Stakes. No Orchids, trained in York- 
shire, proved the winner. He owed the 
victory to rather a daring piece of jockey- 
ship. There was a big field, but Black- 
shaw, who rode No Orchids, somehow 
managed to find a run from the middle of 
the field on the rails without going out- 
side a single opponent. Now and again 
it was just like going through the eye of 
a needle. In the straight there did not 
seem room for him to go on the inside of 
the pacemaking William Penn but Black- 
shaw went for the tiny opening and got 
away with it. I was told No Orchids took 
off one of William Penn’s bandages in 
doing so. 

Having got his head in front the York- 
shire horse battled along with the same 
pluck as the jockey had shown to beat the 
fast finishing Cappielluca by a neck. 
Cappielluca is a dead stayer but just lacks 
that bit of acceleration that would make 
all the difference. 


ROYAL FOREST. The Coventry Stakes 
was the first 2-year-old race of the meet- 
ing. It was won a little cleverly by Royal 
Forest, trained in the famous Beckhamp- 
ton stable. I thought Royal Forest was 


the best-looking colt in the field and he 
has an attractive pedigree. By Bois Rous- 
- sel, he is out of Tudor Maid, an own

Owen Tudor. Here we have a mixture of 
English and French blood on the maternal 
side, as Mary Tudor 2nd, dam of Tudor 
Maid, was by Pharos out of Anna Bolena, 
by *Teddy. Mary Tudor 2nd was a smart 
filly when in training though she did not 
stay more than a mile. She was bought 
for a good figure by the late Lord Wool- 
avington after having been unplaced in 
the Cambridgeshire, and is now at the 
stud of his daughter, Mrs. Macdonald- 
Buchanan.

He performed in much the same 
manner as Peter Flower, showing a turn 
of speed for half a mile and failing to go 
through with it. I liked the way the 
Begum Aga Khan’s Nasrullah colt, Nota 
Bene, finished. I fancy Nasrullah, who 
was inclined to be mulish when in train- 
ing, is going to make a good stallion. I 
thought he was unlucky not to win the 
Derby of his year.

All along I have maintained that we 
should not see Black Tarquin in his true 
colors until the autumn. I adhere to that 
view. He has his detractors and it has 
still to be proved whether he can stay. I 
shall await the second half of the season 
before passing judgment. All I will say 
of him at the moment is that he is a smart 
miler. In races over a longer distance 
he has lost his action before the finish. 
That may have been lack of strength 
rather than lack of stamina. I want to 
see him over a mile and a half in a | 
month’s time. That will tell all I want 
to know. 


The Cobbler is something of a mystery. 
I have seen it so often before that I do 
not want to condemn him at this stage. 
Ascot, coming so soon after the Derby, 
has often found out a weakness. They are 
mostly strung up to top pitch for the 
Derby and after that race are liable to 
taper off a little. No doubt that is what 
happened to The Cobbler. I make it a 
rule never to condemn a horse on one 
performance. It will be time enough to 
pass judgment on The Cobbler after his 
next appearance. We may be sure he will 
now have a short rest. 


SECOND DAY. Wednesday is big with 
the fate of the Royal Hunt Cup but as it 
is a handicap I shall not discuss it at any 
length. Suffice it to say the 1947 winner 
Master Vote now had a much easier pas- 
sage spite of having gone up 18 pounds 
in the handicap. He was giving weight 
to all except two of his opponents. He 
was never off the bit until the last furlong. 
When Rae Johnstone gave him a bit of 
rein the gelding raced clear for a very 
easy four lengths victory. 


The curious thing about the winner is 
that when a colt as a 3-year-old he was 
most erratic. He could not be depended 
upon to run his race out. So it was de- 
cided to make him a gelding. Since he 
got over the operation he has continued to 
improve and is now the most honest horse 
in training. 


DOUBLE TOURBILLON. The number 
of 2-year-old races had been reduced to 
one each day at Ascot this year. France 
gained a solitary victory in that depart- 
ment when Coronation V won the Queen 
Mary Stakes. I thought this was a daring 
experiment on the part of M. Marcel 
Boussac as the filly is by the Tourbillon 
horse Djebel out of the Tourbillon mare 
Esmeralda, who won the French Oaks. 


There is nothing nervy or jumpy about 
Coronation V. In fact, she proved herself 
of high mettle. Had she not been a great 
battler she would not have prevailed. The 
very fast Bellacose filly, Valkyrie, showed 
all too much speed for Coronation V.

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When Crime Puzzles the Law, Just Skip It 


© ay night in 1938 Joe Cohen was going along Divisa- 

dero Street in San Francisco minding his own busi- 
ness, when a couple of meanies stopped him and explained 
that he could continue living if he made it worth their while. 
They all went over to the cemetery to talk things over, It 
was nice and quiet there, but Cohen was not in a mood for 
quietness of that sort. So he made a $5,000 down payment. 

Afterwards one of the ugly characters would send him 
a bill once in a while, and Cohen would remit. 

Cohen was able to rustle up the necessary scratch, since 
he was associated with the wire service to bookmakers, a 
not unremunerative association, and later he became vice 
president of the Bay Meadows race track. 

But the high cost of living finally irked him, after he 
had paid about $40,000 for the privilege of avoiding the 
quietness of the cemetery, which he considered oppressive. 
He made official moan about the situation, and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation on June 18 arrested in Canton, 
Ohio, a character by the name of Elmer Whiting. The 
FBI said Whiting would be returned to San Francisco to 
stand trial in Federal court on a charge of extorting money 
from Cohen. It said also he was trying to muscle into the 
racing wire business. 

Somebody is always trying to muscle into the racing 
wire business. It’s the cleanest, nicest racket in America, 
and very attractive financially. Somebody has to be bumped 
off once in a while, and the newspapers stink it up. But 
the American public is used to that. Mobs will be mobs, 
they say. 


Last fall the Board of Commissioners in the city of 
Lexington, in the Kentucky hinterland, was advised by the 
Grand Jury that maybe it ought to pass an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the wire service to handbooks. This bizarre idea 
was somewhat shocking at first, for it would certainly be 
an inconvenience to bookmakers. 

But the commissioners finally put their tongues between 
their upper and lower molars and passed an ordinance pro- 
viding that nobody should knowingly furnish racing in- 
formation for illegal purposes, for instance, handbooks. 


There was a brief pause for station identification or 
something, and the service resumed its operations. “Then 
they had a test case. It seems that something in the tel- 
ephone company’s articles of incorporation provides that 
this corporation see no evil, hear no evil, speak no evil, on 
account of it’s too much trouble, and besides you can’t go 
around lousing up your most profitable accounts. So, while 
it could be demonstrated easily enough that the phone com- 
pany’s utensils were being used to help the service sweat 
out a living, it could not be demonstrated that it Anowingly 
did so. Case dismissed. 

The new board of commissioners thought it over and 
repealed the ordinance. The word knowimgly was too much 
for them. “You couldn’t convict anyone on it,” one of 
them said. 

Unfortunately the test case was directed against the tel- 
ephone company, whose ignorance of such matters is well 
known. ‘There was no charge against the local manage- 
ment of the wire service, who might possibly have known 
something about it. But if the ordinance had been left on 
the books, somebody eventually might have thought of this 
embarrassing possibility, or of whatever amendments would 
make it a possibility. 

Whether the commissioners now propose to repeal all 
ordinances employing the word knowingly has not been in- 
dicated. It seems unlikely, considering that it would take 
maybe a year’s work and upset the long traditions of Ameri- 
can jurisprudence. 


One objection to the ordinance was that it was dis- 
criminatory, since newspapers and radio could still an- 
nounce the results of races. The main trouble here, how- 
ever, is that the press and radio could not announce as fast 
as the service, and the books might have to wait until next 
day to pay off. 

One citizen of Lexington, namely the editor of THE 
Bioop-Horsg, was heard to remark, “That would be won- 
derful.”” But then it is well known that the editor is preju- 
diced; he thinks handbooks are indestructible and relatively 
benign, and that the service is a thousand times worse.

When Dan Marzani slid down from H

The mares bred to him, according 
to Catrone, have been of middle to low 
quality. 

The other 2-year-old, Blue Counsellor, 
is also trained by Catrone, but he belongs 
now to Herbert, Akerberg, a CBS vice- 
president, and is in fact the entire Aker- 
berg stable. It happened like this. Miss 
Chancery, a Wise Counsellor mare _be- 
longed to the Detroit Turf writer George 
Krehbiel and his brother Franklin, who 
went straight and became a judge. They 
sent her to the Simmons stallion Blue 
Swords, which would have been the best 
of his year if Count Fleet had wrenched 
an ankle, under an arrangement which 
gave Simmons an option on the foal for an 
undisclosed sum. 

Simmons took up the option and set Ca- 
trone to training the colt, and last winter 
persuaded Akerberg to buy it and get into 
racing. Simmons is also in radio, at 
Akron, and the two men were friends. 
Blue Counsellor was beaten a head in his 
first start, then won his next. After that 
he bucked his shins, and was out of action 
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until last week. He beat a fairly good 
field in 1:06 for 544 furlongs, so appar- 
ently the Simmons-Akerberg friendship 
does not need cement. 


FOX POP. One of the perpetual won- 
ders to this department is the way a horse 
can keep a reputation, occasionally, with- 
out ever actually doing anything. Last 
year, if you will recall, Belair’s Whirling 
Fox came rushing at the finish of the Fu- 
turity and, though hopelessly behind Cita- 
tion, beat Bewitch narrowly for second 
place. He did not race again, and he went 
into the winter with a high reputation as 
a prospective 3-year-old. This was reason- 
able enough, for if he was a stretch run- 
ner, as the Futurity finish tentatively indi- 
cated, he certainly had the breeding (by 
Whirlaway out of Gallant Fox’s sister 
Marguery) to be good. 

But in the spring he was beaten four 
straight times, by fairly good horses—Ace 
Admiral, Advance, Stunts, and Golden 
Light—but not by horses which otherwise 
had set any rivers on fire. He was favor- 
ite in each case, and he was favorite again 
when he ran on June 22, in a maiden 
sprint, and this time he made it in. 

This was his first victory in 14 starts, 
and yet when he came out last Saturday 
in a Class C race, he was backed as if he 
had just come off a successful triple crown. 
‘He finished fourth. I suppose one should 
not be severe with horseplayers, for after 
all it is often their own money they lose. 
Still, I can see why so many persons are 
tempted to make book. 


Whirling Fox may yet make a good 
horse. I understand that James Fitzsim- 
mons, who trains him, still thinks the colt 
has possibilities, and Mr. Fitz is a trainer 
whose opinions I respect highly. But from 
a horseplayer’s standpoint, he’s deadwood, 
because even if he wins he is at no price 
to get anybody out. 


CLASSIC SHOWER 


For many years W. Rae (Togo) John- 
stone has been one of the world’s best 
known jockeys. He rode his first winner 
October 23, 1920 at the Rosehill course in 
New South Wales, Australia, shortly after 
he had passed his sixteenth birthday. He 
went on to establish a high reputation in 
Australia and five or six other countries. 

But his luck was something like that of 
England’s famous Gordon Richards in the 
Derby, only worse. Until this year, at the 
age of 43, he had never ridden a winner 
of the English Derby or the French Derby 
or Grand Prix de Paris. Then he hit the 
jackpot. 

In less than a month he won the Derby 
at Epsom Downs on My Love, the French 
Derby (Prix du Jockey Club) on Bey, the 
Irish Derby on Nathoo, and the rGand 
Prix on My Love. It was an unparalleled 
feat. 
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The Yearling Sales: Miscellaneous Notes 


C. A. ASBURY. Six Keeneland Sales 
yearlings are being prepared at Charles 
A. Asbury’s Hedgewood Farm. One is 
owned jointly by Mr. Asbury and his son 
Tommy, one is consigned by Dr. Edward 
M. Lang, Jr., and the remaining four are 
the property of Mr. Asbury. 

Some generalizations can be made of all 
six yearlings: They have very good feet, 
they are well grown, they are well man- 
nered. According to the Asbury custom, 
they still spend a good bit of their time 
out of doors, and will go to the sale in firm 
condition. 

Mr. Asbury’s preference (“never sold a 
filly I like any better”) is for a chestnut 
by Market Wise out of the Pompey mare 
Jamesville, dam of the stakes-winning 
Hasteville. She is well muscled for one 
of her sex, has a bright air, and reflects 
very creditably on both her sire and dam. 
The production record of Jamesville sug- 
gests that the filly will be an early winner. 

The grooms at the farm like a bay filly 
by Reaping Reward—Alapomp, by Pom- 
pey. She has a true walk, is well furnished 
in the gaskins. A sloping shoulder and 
good depth through the barrel are part of 
her racing equipment. 

Another filly (1947 was a “filly” year 
at Hedgewood) which buyers will like is 
one by Fighting Fox—Celanire, by Wild- 
air. She has considerable presence, depth 
through the chest and strong flank and 
thigh muscles, good balance, and a sug- 
gestion of quickness. 

The lone colt in the group is a bay by 
Challedon from the winner Narki, by 
Snark. A first foal, he is a true-moving 
individual with flat knees, good bone, and 
a nicely placed shoulder. He walks with 
assurance. A. B. 


PUCKETY FARM. Yearlings by Flint 
Shot, Invermark, Flares, Hash, and Snark 
make up this season’s Keeneland consign- 
ment from M. B. and H. C. Goff’s Puckety 
Farm. 

First of the group to be sold (and first 
in the ring at the Tuesday afternoon ses- 
sion) will get the Puckety consignment 
off to a good start. It is a bay colt by the 
home sire Flint Shot out of the winner 
Absurdity, by Pagan Pan. A_ sloping 
shoulder, flat knees, muscular flanks, and 
the evidence of a quick flow of energy 
will make trainers look at him. 


Best horse raced under Puckety colors 
to date has been the Blue Grass Stakes 
winner Skytracer. The young mare Bor- 
jean, a daughter of *Borgia 2nd, dam of 
Skytracer, has in the consignment a bay 
colt by Flares, sire of Skytracer. The colt 
is well balanced, with muscular thighs, 
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powerful forearms. There is a suggestion 
about him that he will be able to run 
farther than sprint distances. 

A Hash filly from the *Jacopo mare 
Scarlet Lake will attract buyers inter- 
ested in the get of the sire of Miss Kimo. 
She probably will be an early winner. An- 
other with possible early speed is a colt 
by Snark out of Snow Moon, a winner in 
three seasons. His general bearing inti- 
mates that he will be a _ hard-running 
racer. A. B. 


CAVE SPRING FARM. The racing 
records of yearlings sold previously by 
Cave Spring Farm (Buckner M. Browning 
and his son Carl) impel an observer to 
scrutinize the 1948 consignment with more 
than usual interest. And from their gen- 
eral appearance, the Keeneland yearlings 
to be sold by the farm this month meas- 
ure up to the standards of other years. 

As usual, the Brownings, who do not 
own a stallion, have made up a consign- 
ment representing a selection of Blue 
Grass sires: Menow, *Heliopolis, Easy 
Mon, Reaping Reward, Market Wise, 
Bolingbroke. 

The colts include a prepossessing bay 
by Bolingbroke from Starry Heavens, dam 
of the stakes winner Sirius and other win- 
ners. Starry Heavens was fast enough to 
set a track record at two, over 44% fur- 
longs, and Mr. Browning mated her with 
the classy stayer in an effort to produce a 
racer which could carry speed over a 


distance. The result is a colt of excep- 
tionally good proportion and balance. He 
rates plus-marks in many categories, gives 
the impression of being quick enough to 
win at two, durable enough to win in later 
seasons. 

The colt by Easy Mon out of the good 
producer Emily Berz will suit the trainer 
looking for a quick one. A well muscled 
frame, low-set hocks, and short front can- 
nons delineate speed. The Market Wise 
colt from Madfinis, dam of the stakes win- 
ner Tragic Ending and five other winners, 
has a substantial base, a good walk, strong 
forearms and gaskins. 

The filly by *Heliopolis—Daffy is a bet- 
ter individual at this stage of her growth 
than was Silly Gyp, her full sister, Mr. 
Browning says. This will be recommen- 
dation enough for horsemen who saw the 
Hooper filly run Bewitch to a nose at 
Keeneland, and finish ahead of her (sec- 
ond to Miss Mommy) in the Princess 
Doreen Stakes at Arlington Park. 

A sister to Safe Reward (Reaping Re- 
ward—Goodway) also will be inspected 
with interest by horsemen. This one is a 
muscular sort with the look of a racer and 
the imperturbability of an easy keeper. 
When her racing days are over, the filiy 
by Menow—Bona Via (hence a haif sister 
to May Reward) should make a fine 
broodmare. She has the barrel, bone, 
musculature, and general constitution of 
a filly which should race well and breed 
well. A. B.

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12 Jaundiced-Foal-Producing Mares

In the December 6, 1947, issue of THE 
B.ioop-Horse were given the results of 
some studies on 6 matings which termi- 
nated in jaundiced foals. The foals were 
born during the spring of 1947. Of these 
6, only one survived the onset of jaundice. 


In each case it was shown in laboratory 
tests that the red blood cells of the stal- 
lion were attacked by the serum of the 
mare, while the serum of the stallion did 
nothing to the red cells of the mare. Red 
cells from the foal which survived jaun- 
dice reacted like that of its sire. These 
findings indicated that the mating of mares 
with stallions whose blood cells they at- 
tack would result in the production of 
more jaundiced foals. 


By the fall of 1947 an additional 6 
mares which had produced jaundiced 
foals were added to the original 6. That 
made a total of 12 mares which were sub- 
jected to investigation during the 1948 
foaling season. 


Each one of these mares had produced 
3 or more normal foals before giving birth 
to one which developed jaundice. One of 
these mares had raised 10 normal foals, 2 
had 9, and another had 8 before a jaun- 
diced foal appeared. The breeding rec- 
ords of the 12 mares showed no marked 
difference from those of other mares. How- 
ever, they had produced a total of 21 jaun- 
diced foals, of which 6 survived. 


During the period of observation (Sep- 
tember, 1947, to June, 1948) these 12 
mares gave birth to 10 foals, one of which 
died of a bacterial infection (so-called 
sleeper). The remaining 9 are alive to- 
day. One of the 12 mares had not been 
bred and another one proved to be barren. 


In attempts to determine what was hap- 
pening in the jaundiced-foal-producing 
mares, blood tests were begun in the fall 
of 1947. At that time laboratory tests es- 
tablished in each case except one that the 
serum of the mare attacked the red blood 
cells of the stallion to which she was bred. 

Further tests made throughout the 
course of pregnancy showed that the abil- 
ity of the dam’s serum to attack the red 
cells of the stallion increased if the blood 
cells of the fetus were like those of its sire. 
If the blood cells of the fetus were like 
those of the dam there was no increase, 
but instead a decrease in the ability of the 
dam’s serum to attack the blood cells of 
the stallion to which she was bred. 


NOTE: The investigation reported in this paper 
is in connection with a project of the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station and is pub- 
lished by permission of the Director. 
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In the one instance where the serum of 
the mare did not react with the cells of 
the stallion which had served her, a nor- 
mal foal resulted which needed no special 
care. 

Since jaundiced foals apparently are 
normal at birth and develop jaundice 
within 12 to 96 hours after birth, it was 
necessary to determine the role of the 
mare’s milk in initiating this condition. It 
was established that the colostrum, or first 
milk, of the dams contains a high concen- 
tration of the substance which attack the 
red cells of newborn foals. In fact the 
concentration of these substances in the 


colostrum is always higher than in the 
serum of the mare. Accordingly when the 
foal drinks the heavily charged milk the 
substances which destroy its red cells are 
taken in at the same time. 

By testing the blood and first milk of 
the mare at the time she foaled, it was 
decided that 5 of the 10 foals born should 
be placed on nurse mares. As mentioned 
above, one of these foals died of a bac- 
terial infection and one was allowed to 
nurse its dam until jaundice appeared. At 
that time it was switched to a nurse mare 
and given a blood transfusion. 

Four of the foals were allowed to nurse 
their dams. In these cases tests indicated 
that the amount of blood-destroying sub- 
stances present in the milk constituted no 
great danger to the foal. One of these 
foals developed jaundice, but recovered 
without treatment. The tenth foal was al- 
lowed to nurse its dam after all the first 


- milk was milked out by hand. It developed 


Illustrative Case Histories 


As in many fields of medicine, time is of the essence in the management of poten- 


tial cases of jaundiced foals. 


If the veterinarian and the laboratory are forewarned 


in tinie to make preliminary tests, it can be determined in advance whether the foal 
will become jaundiced if allowed to suckle its dam. Four case histories will illustrate. 


TOO LATE, TOO LITTLE 


No. 239. Brought to attention of Experiment 
Station after foal developed icterus. 


Previous breeding history. Mare had first re- 
ported foal (died) in 1935. Produced six normal 
foals, including one top-class racer. In 1946 had 
jaundiced foal which died; in 1947, barren. 


Foal born April 20, nursed dam, developed 
icterus next day, when red blood cell count was 
3,480,000 (normal for foal: 8 to 12 million). Foal 
left on dam. On April 22, 500 cc. of foal’s blood 
removed and 1,000 cc. of whole blood given. Blood 
withdrawn was very yellow; the red blood cells 
of the foal agglutinated in its own serum. Peni- 
cillin and streptomycin given. 500 cc. of whole 
blood given April 24. Foal died that day. (Dr. 
Bruner’s comment, in light of later knowledge: 
Foal probably would have lived if larger trans- 
fusions had been given and foal had been removed 
from dam). 


JUST IN TIME 


No. 291. Case reported to Experiment Station 
as soon as symptoms developed. 


Previous breeding history. 
successive years. 


Six normal foals in 
No previous jaundiced foal. 


Foal born night of May 21. First symptoms of 
jaundice noted two nights later. Blood samples 
sent to laboratory next day, May 24. Red cell 
count, 2,900,000. Tests showed serum of mare 
attacked cells of foal powerfully (titre, 32). Foal 
showed marked jaundice, shortness of breath, nerv- 
ousness, acted as though choking, stiff in hind 
legs. Foal put on nurse mare immediately. Given 
2,000 cc. whole citrated blood, allowed to bleed 
at same time from other jugular vein. Strepto- 
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mycin given as precaution against infection. No 
further transfusions. Foal recovered. 


TIME FOR PREVENTION 


No. 94. Case called to attention of Experiment 
Station in December, 1947. 


Previous breeding history. Mare had first foal 
in 1934. Produced eight living foals through 
1945, including one stakes winner. In 1946 and 
1947 had jaundiced foals which died. 


The mare was in foal to a stallion whose blood 
cells were agglutinated when mixed with the di- 
luted serum of the mare. Mare’s serum had a 
titre of 4 in December, of 16 on March 18, and 
of 32 on March 29, the day the foal was born. 
The milk had a titre of 128. (That is, a solution 
in which the milk was only one part in 128 was still 
strong enough to clump red cells.) The foal 
was taken away from its dam and put with an- 
other mare before nursing. Given 500 cc. of 
whole blood; 250 cc. removed. No jaundice symp- 
toms developed. (This foal almost certainly 
would have died if allowed to nurse its dam.) 


A NEGATIVE CASE 


No. 20. Case called to attention of Experiment 
Station in October, 1947. 


Previous breeding history. Mare had first foal 
in 1938, barren 1940-4], living foals 1942-43, lost 
foals 1944-45, barren 1946, had jaundiced foal 
which died in 1947. 


Laboratory tests indicated that serum from mare 
would not agglutinate red cells of stallion. Foal 
born February 24. Its blood not agglutinated by 
dam’s serum. Allowed to nurse dam. No blood 
transfusion. No jaundice. 5. & 
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a very slight amount of jaundice which 
soon disappeared. 


NINE NEW CASES. Besides the 12 
mares that were observed throughout their 
periods of pregnancy, 9 others were en- 
countered in 1948 that produced jaundiced 
foals for the first time. 

Three of these nine foals were not diag- 
nosed as jaundice cases before the time 
of the post-mortem examination. They 
had not been placed on nurse mares and 
they had not been given blood trans- 
fusions. 


Three of the foals that were diagnosed 
as jaundice cases were not removed from 
their dams, but were given transfusions 
of the proper type of blood. One of these 
foals lived and the other two died. 


The remaining three jaundiced foals 
were placed on nurse mares as soon as the 
disease was diagnosed and given blood 
transfusions. Two of these foals survived. 


THE MILK DOES IT. From the results 
obtained in the study of the jaundiced- 
foal-producing mares it appears that 
something happens to the mare which 
causes her to develop substances in her 
serum that are capable of destroying red 
blood cells of certain other horses. 


Accordingly, if such a mare becomes 
pregnant by a stallion whose red cells are 
attacked by her serum she will produce 
a jaundiced foal, providing the red cells 
of the foal turn out to be like those of the 
sire. 

Since these substances in the mare’s 
serum apparently do not get into the body 
of the foal while it is being carried by the 
mother, the foal is normal when born. It 
then develops jaundice after sucking milk 
from its dam, because the first milk 
(colostrum) is rich in the substances car- 
ried in the mare’s serum, and these sub- 
stances quickly are absorbed from the in- 
testines of the foal into its blood stream. 

The rapidity with which jaundice ap- 
pears in the foal and its severity depend 
on the amount of the red-cell-destroying 
substances present in the milk. Most of 
these substances are in the first milk and 
if present in small amount can be reduced 
markedly by hand-milking the mare at 
hourly intervals for 6 to 8 hours. 

Furthermore, results during the past 
foaling season have demonstrated that the 
offspring of consistent jaundiced-foal-pro- 
ducing mares can be saved by the use of 
nurse mares. Likewise, this type of jaun- 
dice can be treated by the immediate plac- 
ing of the foal on a nurse mare and trans- 
fusing it with large amounts of the proper 
type of blood. 


PREVENTION. It also appears that 
the production of jaundiced foals can be 
prevented by breeding mares to stallions

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EDITOR'S NOTE 


Chapter II of a Mystery 


On the evening of June 16 Dr. Dorsey 
W. Bruner and Mrs. Bruner stopped by 
the stable, just to see about the mare. She 
had already foaled—a nice filly, still wet, 
not yet on her feet. Dr. Bruner got his 
bleeding needle, took a small sample of 
the foal’s blood, went upstairs to make 
the count. It was perfectly normal blood, 
with a high red cell content, about 12 mil- 
lion to the cubic millimeter. 

He left the foal to nurse. Next morn- 
ing about eight he went in to have a look. 
The foal appeared all right. He turned 
up an eyelid, found the color good. But 
by 10 o’clock the membrane had turned a 
little yellow. A few hours later he took 
another blood sample. The red cells had 
dropped to about 5 million. 

Bruner let the trouble run its course. 
In later samples the red cell count edged 
downward until it was slightly below 3 
million. A little further and the foal 
would die. It was breathing hard. But 
now the count began to gain, and the 
crisis passed. The foal is still living, prok- 
ably will have a normal blood count again 
in a couple of weeks. 

But Dr. Bruner had experimentally con- 
firmed the explanation for jaundiced foals. 

After the mare had been pregnant for 
some months he had injected her with a 
few cubic centimeters of blood from the 
stallion to which she had been bred in the 
spring of 1947. In the body of the mare 
the red corpuscles of the stallion disinte- 
grated under the attack of chemical agents 
in the mare’s blood. But in the process 
the blood of the mare gained a new prop- 
erty. It became charged with antibodies 
—the familiar but unfathomable process 
which lies at the bottom of all immuniza- 
tion routines. 

There were more injections of the same 
kind, a gradual building up of antibodies, 
until laboratory tests showed clearly that 
a strong antipathy to the blood of the 
stallion had been created in the blood of 
the mare. Now when a sample of the 
stallion’s blood was mixed in a test tube 
with a highly diluted solution of serum 
from the mare, the red cells from the stal- 
lion quickly clumped together. 

When the foal was born it was quite 
normal. Though its blood was of a type 
similar to that of its sire, it was still un- 
affected by the destructive force of its 
mother’s blood, because in the uterus 
seven layers of tissue had protected its 
own blood from that of the dam. 

But when it first stood to suckle the 
mother’s milk, it was, in effect, walking 
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into the field of fire of a machine gun. The 
antibodies powerfully concentrated in the 
colostrum destroyed the foal’s red cells 
by the billion. The foal yellowed and 
skimmed the edge of death. 


This was the end of Chapter II of an in- 
triguing medical mystery, of which Chap- 
ter was summarized in THe Btoop- 
Horse of December 6, 1947. At that time 
the staff of Dr. F. E. Hull at the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station at Lex- 
ington had just addressed its attention to 
the problem of jaundiced foals. 

These foals, normal at birth, sicken 
when they suck the colostrum or first milk 
of their mothers. Usually they die. If 
they survive the attack brought on by the 
substances in the colostrum they usually 
return to normal, since the antibodies are 
mostly concentrated there. 

At the beginning of the investigation 
jaundiced foals showed a chance of fitting 
into a pattern similar to that of the Rh 
factor in man. There are still similarities, 
but the pattern in horses now appears 
much more complicated than in man. 

Undoubtedly there are hereditary fac- 
tors at work in the production of jaun- 
diced foals. But,-even as the blood of 
horses varies into more types than the 
blood of man, so does the genetic pattern 
spread through a much greater range of 
possibility. 

Up to now all we know about the pedi- 
gree of the jaundiced foal is that it reads 
like this: 


Any stallion (unless exceptions are dis- 
covered in the future). 


bodies against blood of the type of the 


Any mare whose blood has developed anti- 
stallion which is the sire of her foal. 


How much further the work can be car- 
ried at the Kentucky experiment station 
is problematical. The research thus far 
carried on was done largely on borrowed 
time, since no special fund was available. 


But the main problem already has been 
licked. In many cases the probability of 
jaundiced foals can be determined in ad- 
vance and preventive measures made 
ready. In cases which appear without 
warning, most of the foals can be saved. 
It has been one of the most successful re- 
search projects of recent years in veter- 
inary medicine. 

In the accompanying text the story is 
summarized for the first time. Later it will 
be presented in a scientific journal.

On June 25 Walter Annen- 
berg, of Daily Racing Form, the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer, and other publications, 
lunched with the Republican presidential 
nominee in the latter’s hotel suite in Phila- 
delphia. Dewey and Annenberg have been 
friends for some time, the Associated 
Press explained. 


SO THEY SPLIT. On February 28, 
1947, a horse named Bud’s First finished 
third in the last race at Hialeah Park. The 
winner, Night Porter, was disqualified for 
interference in the stretch and placed last, 
moving Bud’s First up to the place posi- 
tion, in which spot he paid $10.90 for $2. 

Two $100 place tickets had been sold on 
him. Shortly after the race John A. Bar- 
bara notified the track that he had bought 
the tickets and had lost them. Next day 
one Albert Barrasso presented the tickets 
for payment. Payment was refused, and 
Barrasso filed suit against the track, which 
washed its hands of the affair and depos- 
ited the $1,090 with the court. 


On June 28, after 16 months of legal 
dickering, the two principals finally agreed 
to settle the case by dividing the winnings. 


VAGRANT CLOUD. Last summer at 
the Keeneland sales, Jack W. Denis, of 
Brentwood, Tenn., did not hesitate in 
recommending a filly in his consignment. 
She was by Roman out of Miss Porter. 
Last week, Mr. Denis was _ stopping 
passers-by to tell them about this filly, 
now named Vagrant Cloud. Earlier in 
the season she had won by eight lengths 
at Garden State, last week she won by six 
lengths at Delaware Park. “Trainer W. 
O. Siegert rates her very high and her 
owner, W. T. Leatherbury, has turned 
down a good offer for her,” said Mr. 
Denis, whose enthusiasm was helped by 
the fact that he is selling a full brother to 
Vagrant Cloud at Keeneland July 27. 


MAIZE AND BLUE. Larry MacPhail, 
baseball’s most colorful gift to horse rac- 
ing, has chosen maize and blue as his col- 
ors, has named three of his young horses 
Battery B, Leon Leonidoff, and B Minor, 
has bought four yearlings from Adolphe 
Pons’ Country Life Farm, Bel Air, Md. 
He has not stated when he will begin to 
race. His first Thoroughbred purchases, 
made about a year ago, were three brood- 
mares, obtained from Alfred G. Vander- 


bilt.

Col. M. Winn took time 
out to acknowledge that June 30 was his 
87th birthday, then turned back to his 
hobby of making each Kentucky Derby 
bigger and better. Since the 1949 renewal 
will be the 75th for the historic race, Col- 
onel Winn means to make it something 
even more special than ordinary. His 
biggest problem was seating space: how 
to squeeze 5,000 more spaces into the 
sprawling Churchill Downs plant.

MORE ON LAMONT 


After page 70 of THe BLoop-Horse was 
made up it was announced that the New 
York State Racing Commission and two 
stewards of The Jockey Club meeting in 
a joint session had denied the appeal of 
Daniel Lamont, owner of El Mono, for an 
owner’s license for the year beginning 
April 1, 1948. 

The denial of the license was based 
principally on the finding that Lamont “is 
or recently has been engaged in bookmak- 
ing,” and that he “gave false answer to 
Question 12 of his application for a li- 
cense.” 

Question 12 of the New York applica- 
tion reads: “Have you ever owned, oper- 
ated or been identified with a hand-book 
or a bookmaking establishment?” Lamont 
had answered in the negative. 

Immediately after the announcement of 
the decision of the joint board, William 
Seligson, Lamont’s attorney, said he would 
start proceedings immediately on an ap- 
plication to the Appellate Division of the 
New York Supreme Court for an order 
annulling the action. Basis of the appeal 
to the courts, said Seligson, is that the de- 
cision was “arbitrary and capricious and 
because it was not based on legal evi- 
dence.”

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STAKES AND HORSES 


Stymie Again in the Aqueduct; 
They Didn't Sidestep Bewitch 


Innovation is all right, but Stymie does 


very well with the Old Look. 


The expectant millionaire had been 
turned back by Knockdown in the Excel- 
sior atid the Queens County Handicaps, 
at 1; miles. It began to seem that he 
might not be quite sharp enough to win 
at that distance under the prevailing 
weights and competition. But at Aque- 
duct last Saturday the blockade was got 
around by having Bobby Permane keep 
him closer to the top than customary. 

The hard-running chestnut horse was 
favored by the early pace, which was dis- 
puted by Blue Border, Lets Dance, and 
Double Jay. On the far turn he moved 
up. So did the 4-year-old filly Conniver. 
‘They swung around Double Jay, which 
had taken the lead, and the race was be- 
tween the horse and the filly. 

Conniver, fresh from three consecutive 
victories (she had beaten Honeymoon, 
Challe Anne, Miss Kimo, *Miss Grillo, 
Carolyn A., Dusty Legs) was tackling her 
most ambitious assignment. Briefly she 
held the lead, but Stymie’s charge was too 
much for her. He won by a head. Double 
Jay, back at racing after an injury re- 
ceived in the Dixie Handicap, was third. 

Stymie’s win brought his earnings to 
$883.385. He is $116,615 short of a mil- 
lion. It had seemed as if he might be 
hanging a bit in this, his sixth season of 
racing. But at a comparable point last 
year he had two wins, two seconds, and 
$58,375 in seven starts. To date this sea- 
son he has three wins, three seconds, a 
third, and $67,325 from eight starts. 

The thirty-first running of the Aqueduct 
was Stymie’s second victory in the race. 
And Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs, his owner, had 
accounted for two other runnings with 
*Caballero 2nd (1937) and _ Action 
(1936). 


PENDULUM. A familiar look pre- 
vailed at Chicago, too, when Calumet 
Farm’s Fervent won the Equipoise Mile 
at Arlington Park. It was Calumet’s sec- 
ond victory in the race, and was another 
triumph for the band of broodmares as- 
sembled by Warren Wright. The stable 
won its first Equipoise victory in 1944 with 
the home-bred Sun Again (by Sun Teddy), 
a son of the Stimulus mare Hug Again. 
The 1948 winner was another son of the 
same producer. His sire is *Blenheim 
2nd. Needless to add, the touch of Ben 
and Jimmy Jones was evident in the ear- 
lier triumph as well as in the latest one. 


Fervent gave all he had in getting a 
nose decision over Mighty Story. He was 
taken off the early pace, drove between 
Mighty Story and Delegate in the stretch, 
had to fight off those two and the speedy 
Loujac to win the decision. Loujac got 
third money, Delegate fourth. 


Fervent—a tiny fellow in comparison 
with his big-barrelled older half brother— 
was giving from seven to sixteen pounds 
by-the scale to his nearest rivals. 


Earlier in the week, the finish line at 
Arlington Park had taken on a strange 
aspect—Bewitch was beaten. The reversal 
for the Calumet colors came in the six- 
furlong Princess Doreen Stakes. Miss 
Mommy, racing for her namesake, Mrs. 
Dale Shaffer, beat the leading filly of 1947. 
So did Silly Gyp, Ann’s Lee, and Blue 
Helen. Bewitch, the 9-to-10 favorite, was 
fifth. 


To horsemen, the defeat of Bewitch was 
not unexpected. Silly Gyp had run her 
to a nose in the Ashland Stakes, at Keene- 
land in April, and there was a general 
feeling that last year’s sensation might not 
be so razor keen this season. 


A dozen other fillies turned out for the 
Princess Doreen. Quite evidently their 
trainers were determined not to give the 
Calumet filly a decision by default. Be- 
witch had no apparent excuse. She was 
away quickly, had racing room, but didn’t 
have what it took to handle her rivals. 
Jockey Willie Garner rated Miss Mommy 
near the pace, got her up in the last six- 
teenth, beat Silly Gyp by nearly a length. 
Ann’s Lee was third. The winner carried 
level weight (121) with the Calumet star. 


DOUBLE. Elmendorf Farm bagged a 
double in the racing of last week when 
Provocative won the Hyde Park Stakes at 
Arlington Park over Ocean Drive and 
Commodore Lea, and Brenton Light won 
the Hollywood Lassie Stakes over a field 
of 11 at Hollywood Park. Both winners 
were sold by the Widener breeding estab- 
lishment at the Keeneland sales last sum- 
mer. 


Provocative, a Roman colt bought as a. 


yearling by Mrs. Emil Denemark, gained 
his first stakes win over some first-class 
competition. At the finish of the 514 fur- 
longs he led by a half-length over Ocean 
Drive, with Commodore Lea third, Olym- 
pia fourth. His victory was won in the 
stretch, where he wore down Ocean Drive. 
The race was run June 21. 


Brenton Light scored a 114-length win 
over Cosmopolite at the California track on 
Saturday. The daughter of *Ambrose 
Light came through on the inside to get 
the lead at the head of the stretch. Cos- 
mopolite survived a stumble at the start 
to run determinedly in the stretch. Sleep- 
ers Jinx was third. The winner was 
bought for Mrs. John Payson Adams at 
last year’s Keeneland sales by the Crom- 
well Bloodstock Agency. 


RAIDER. Vulcan’s Forge, which played 
the role of giant killer in beating Coaltown 
in the Withers Stakes, faced no such rep- 
utation among his opponents in Narragan- 
sett Park’s Providence Stakes on June 26. 
But he was extended to beat Reborn a 
neck in the 1;4j-mile feature. Mr. Buster 
was third. The winner, a home-bred son 
of *Mahmoud which races for C. V. Whit- 
ney, is within $2,400 of becoming a $100,- 
000-winner. 


NEAR DOUBLE. A Keeneland con- 
signor scored a near double on Saturday 
when Woodvale Farm’s home-bred Page 
Boots won the Leonard Richard Stakes at 
Delaware Park and Yankee Hill won the 
Oceanport Handicap at Monmouth Park. 
Page Boots, out of the Spinaway Stakes 
winner Our Page, races for Woodvale and 
was not a sales yearling, but his half 
brother (by Bull Lea) is in the 1948 
Keeneland consignment. Yankee Hill was 
bred by Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., and is 
owned by Sanford Stud Farms. Woodvale 
now has his dam, The Beasel, once among 
the fastest fillies in America.

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The Irishman Who 
Ruined Tod Sloan

DuBLin 

Died in Dublin, Sunday, June 20, John 
C. Sullivan, lawyer, of Navan, County 
Meath. Doesn’t seem to mean a lot in 
June, 1948, but it would have meant a 
great deal to James Forman (Tod) 
Sloan, had he been alive to read it. For 
John C. Sullivan, small-town Irish lawyer, 
was the man who put him off the English 
Turf for all, for ever, and smashed the 
career of one who can still be regarded 
as one of the greatest jockeys of all time. 

It is known that after the Cambridge- 
shire of 1900 in which Sloan on the 
French colt Codoman was beaten by the 
Irish colt Berrill, owned by Sullivan and 
ridden by John Thompson, the Stewards 
of the Jockey Club put a ban on Sloan that 
was never removed; but so many mislead- 
ing stories have been told of the affair, 
that it is as well to be factual. 


BERRILL AND CODOMAN. In 1900 
John C. Sullivan, who had won a sensa- 
tional Cambridgeshire four years before 
with Winkfield’s Pride, had in the same 
race the 4-year-old Berrill, who had beaten 
Americus at Cork Park when Boss Croker 
had bet a million on the Californian horse. 
Sullivan had run Berrill in the Cesare- 
witch, when he was ridden by Danny 
Maher, then not long arrived from the 
States. 


First stakes win for Havahome Stable’s Sweet Dream was a sweet one. 


Although he was nearly favourite, Ber- 
rill was well beaten in the long race. 
Maher told the owner that the colt simply 
did not stay 214 miles, and that his best 
chances were over shorter cuts. Sullivan 
asked Maher to ride him in the Cam- 
bridgeshire, but the jockey had already 
engaged himself to ride The Raft for Mr. 
Abe Bailey (later Sir Abe Bailey, owner 
of Son-in-Law). He recommended an 
American boy who had not been in Eng- 
land long. Sullivan discussed the matter 
with the American boy but did not def- 
initely engage him, leaving the matter a 
little open. 

Sloan was betting furiously then, and 
in the Cambridgeshire had played for an 
immense stake over Codoman, on whom 
he had literally begged the ride, having 
been greatly impressed with him when he 
saw him win in Paris. 

The story generally current was that 
Sloan was in rather desperate straits for 
money, and that it was vital that Codoman 
should win. Furthermore it was categor- 
ically stated that he had “squared” nearly 
every other jockey riding in the race. 

Naturally Sullivan heard all this. Now 
the common story is that being unhappy 
and a little suspicious about the position, 
he telegraphed to Ireland at the last mo- 
ment for his Irish jockey, Thompson, that 
Thompson arrived at Newmarket in the 
morning, that half an hour before the race 
he was handed the silks, and the other 
jockey left biting off the words he would 
have liked to say. 

There was nothing so melodramatic, or 
so underhand. Sullivan had engaged 
Thompson to ride Berrill some time be- 
fore, and the day before the race he had 


told the reporters that Thompson was his 
jockey. All the newspapers on the morn- 
ing of the Cambridgeshire gave Thompson 
as Berrill’s jockey. Berrill finished first 
and Codoman second, and the sequel was 
tragic for Sloan. 


THE PUNISHMENT. His having bet- 
ted heavily on Codoman was not so serious 
in itself, because the Jockey Club had not 
then begun to take very serious notice of 
betting by jockeys. There was remon- 
strance only, not dire punishment. But 
Sloan’s deportment out of the saddle had 
not been discreet. There were several red 
entries against his name on the memory 
tablets of the Stewards. Only a few weeks 
before the Cambridgeshire, the Earl of 
Durham, belligerent and powerful mem- 
ber of the Jockey Club, had said in a pub-. 
lic speech: “The Turf is getting into a 
serious state, and it is chiefly owing to 
the prominence of American jockeys.” 
Newspaper comment like the following 
was not uncommon: “The jockey ring 
which was broken up a few years ago was 
not a greater scandal than that now ob- 
taining; and certain it is that various 
cliques of habitual supporters of American 
jockeys are in possession of information 
to which they are not entitled.” 

Sloan had to go, and he went. Three 
weeks after the Cambridgeshire the Rac- 
ing Calendar published a notice that must 
be regarded as one of the masterpieces of 
understatement. It said: “It having been 
reported to the Stewards of the Jockey 
Club that Sloan had accepted a large pres- 
ent from Mr. F. Gardner in the event of 
Codoman winning the Cambridgeshire, 
and that he had betted on the race, they

To adapt Thomas 
Hardy’s ending to Tess of the d'Urber- 
villes, “Justice had been done, and the 
President. of the Immortals, in Aeschylean 
phrase, had ended his sport with Sloan.” 

A little addendum is necessary to round 
off the story of his going. The official an- 
nouncement was so cryptic that it had to 
be explained by a newspaper then re- 
garded as a mouthpiece of the Jockey 
Club. It said that wording “had been 
carefully arranged so that Sloan’s riding 
under any other Rules of Racing than 
English will not necessarily be interferred 
with, as must inevitably have been the 
case had his license been withdrawn, or 
himself warned off. As matters stand he 
will be lost to this country, but there is 
nothing to prevent him from either train- 
ing or undertaking the management of 
any racing stud.” 


This was doubtless well meant, but 
death by any other name is still death, and 
so far as England was concerned Sloan 
was dead. 

He had chances in France but again fell 
foul of authority. What little later suc- 
cess he had in Europe was when before 
the first war he was managing, unoffi- 
cially, in Belgium a stable of horses for 
the late Theodore Myers, once a figure in 
New York politics. But the English Jockey 
Club never relented. 

Frank Gardner, mentioned in the Jockey 
Club ultimatum, was an agreeable Amer- 
ican citizen very popular in England in 
his time, who was credited with having 
made a great deal of money in West Aus- 
tralian gold shares in the London stock 
market, and was a good gambler. He had 
a successful string of horses trained in 
Wiltshire for some years. Charley Mills, 
also mentioned, was a well known English 
Turf commissioner who had come out of 
obscurity, and who returned to it. He 
died a few years ago, after ridding himself 
of the considerable fortune he had made 
on the Turf in speculations in theatres in 
which he was associated with the whilom 
millionaire race horse owner and _ final 
suicide, James White. 


Scattered’s reign among the 3-year-old fillies was disturbed at Aqueduct on June 19 
when SWEEET DREAM won the 17-mile Gazelle Stakes. It was the first important 
victory for the daughter of Lovely Night—Tea Leaves, by *Pharamond 2nd, owned by 
Joseph Rabinowich’s Havahome Stable. Bred by Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark, she was a 
$2,600 buy at the Keeneland Fall Sales of 1946. 


ANOTHER RUINING. Mr. Sullivan, 
who lived to a great age, was the last man 
left of those intimately connected with the 
1900 Cambridgeshire. Though the most 
agreeable of men he must have been some- 
thing of a trouble-shooter, at least his 
horses were, for Sloan was the not only 
man they put in wrong. 

Back in the last century, he bred a top- 
ranking horse, Winkfield’s Pride, who as 
a 2-year-old beat another called Bellevin 
at The Curragh. Nothing much in this, 
but Bellevin started at odds of 10 to 1 ON, 
and Queen Mary’s brother, the late Prince 
Francis of Teck, then a cavalry subaltern 
stationed in Ireland, and a very dashing 
young princeling, laid £10,000 to £1,000. 
When the colt was beaten he could not 
pay the bookmaker. 

The Teck family, as royalties go, were 
anything but rich, and the Prince’s kin- 
folk either could not or would not pay up, 
so he became technically a defaulter on 
the Turf, which is an unpleasant predica- 
ment for a prince. There was, however, 
an elderly American couple that were 
among his intimate friends, and they ad- 
vanced the necessary £10,000 to tide over 
the difficult situation. 

After the hectic days of Winkfield’s 
Pride and Berrill, Mr. Sullivan trained his 
own horses in Wiltshire for a time and 
then returned to County Meath, where he 
conducted his very successful Kilberry 
stud farm for many years. For a long 
time he had been more or less confined to 
his room in the Shelburne Hotel, Dublin, 
from which he could survey in tranquility 
the lively Turf incidents of half a century 
ago in which he had played leading parts. 
And was the ghost of James Forman Sloan 
around Saint Andrews Church, Westland 
Row, when a requiem mass was said for 
him Tuesday morning? 


127 MILES, TWO NOSES 


Photo finishes are not uncommon at race 
tracks. But nobody expected to see two 
noses at the wire in Montana’s recent 127- 
mile endurance ride. The winner gained 
a clean-cut decision, finishing in 12 hours, 
10 minutes, 23 seconds. The second and 
third horses finished in what was almost 
a dead heat, noses apart in 12:36:23. 

The official veterinarian said he thought 
the race was satisfactory, and that none of 
the horses was abused. Earlier in the 
month a similar contest in Wyoming re- 
sulted in such hardships on the horses that 


future endurance races were banned in the 
State. 


The Montana winner, named Drifter, 
was ridden by Bill Stewart, of Olive, Mont. 
A purse of $7,100 was divided among the 
first four to finish. Saliva tests were 
made.

Noted Horses Make 
Hay in Winter 


MELBOURNE 


Four of Australia’s leading horses still 
in full training are Royal Gem (Dhoti- 
French Gem), St. Fairy (St. Magnus— 
Fairy Princess), Attley (Portofino—Cove- 
shaw), and Murray Stream (Midstream— 
Hall Mark’s Sister). They have con- 
founded racing tradition and convention 
in this country by winning races in the 
middle of the winter. 


On June 5, Royal Gem with 145 pounds 
on his noble back, ran away with the City 
Handicap, a race worth £1,750 and run 
over seven furlongs, in Adelaide (South 
Australia). On June 12, St. Fairy won in 
Adelaide, Attley in Melbourne, and Mur- 
ray Stream in far-off Brisbane. Column- 
ist (Genetout—Pen Name), other member 
of this great quintette, is in full training 
in Sydney, with a new race, Sydney Turf 
Club Cup of £5,000, on July 31, as his im- 
mediate objective. He will win it, with 
ordinary luck in his favor. The race will 
be run at Rosehill, a course about 15 miles 
from Sydney. 


THE GEMS. In a recent issue, I noted 
the rather amazing successes gained by 
the progeny of the Beau Fils mare French 
Gem. Those of her produce that have 
raced are Royal Gem, Beau Gem, Coast 
Patrol, and Crown Gem. Royal Gem and 
Crown Gem since June 5 have added much 
lustre to an already bright escutcheon. 


Royal Gem failed in two big races when 
I was in Adelaide in May and he was not 
given any fast work before running in the 
City Handicap on June 5. On a fast track 
—for the winter period in this country— 
the champion toyed with his rivals, win- 
ning in championship style and running 
seven furlongs in 1:26. The straight at 
the course—Victoria Park—where the 
City Handicap was run is 314 furlongs in 
length. 

Royal Gem has a grand record, having 
started 48 times for 20 wins as well as two 
dead heats for first and 11 minor placings 
for £26,350 in stakes. He is twenty-fifth 
on the list of the greatest stakes winners 
of Australia and New Zealand and well 
clear of *Bernborough’s tally of £25,450. 
When he was a 2-year-old his owner, 
George Badman of Adelaide, wanted to 
sell him for 1,000 guineas but could not 
get a buyer. 


On June 12, Crown Gem (Dhoti— 
French Gem), also belonging to Badman, 
who is unpopular with racing pressmen 
because of his quaint and unappreciated 


idea of side-stepping the truth, won the 


best race of his career. It was the Birth- 
day Cup of £2,750, run on the same track 
on which Royal Gem won the City Handi- 
cap and history was made when the broth- 
ers won this big winter double in Ade- 
laide. 

French Gem (by Beau Fils out of Fis- 
sion, who is still at the stud) cost Badman 
only 325 guineas at auction and at the 
time it was thought she could never be 
raced. But race she did, to win, among 
other races, the Oaks at Flemington. 


Her sons have won more than £40,000 
in stakes and Badman has a yearling full 
sister to Royal Gem. 

All the “Gem” horses were bred and 
reared at the Warlaby Stud, near Mel- 
bourne, belonging to Mr. E. A. Under- 
wood, a member of the Victoria Racing 
Club committee. Mr. Underwood has 
Dhoti and Helios at Warlaby and French 


Gem has been there for some years, al- 


NOT A FAIR TRIAL 


A Maryland Racing Commission ruling 
of February, 1946, barring Trainer John 
Barry for an indefinite period from Mary- 
land tracks, has been rescinded by Judge 
Joseph Sherbow, of Baltimore. 

Barry allegedly was involved in a fixed 
steeplechase at Pimlico in November, 1945. 
He and seven jockeys were suspended. No 
definite period of suspension was given by 
the commission, but George P. Mahoney, 
chairman at the time, said that “ruled off” 
means a life suspension. 


Judge Sherbow refused, however, to 
order the commission to reinstate Barry. 
He said that the trainer’s license had ex- 
pired, and that he will have to apply for 
a new one. 


The jurist based his rescission order on 
the contention that Barry had not been 
given a fair hearing by the commission. 
But he added that the trainer had never 
“come clean” with the commission, either. 
Orally the judge commented that’ “it was 
a crooked race, one of the blots on Mary- 
land racing. It was so bad that anyone 
present could see it, and most of the public 
did.” 

He said the commission had acted prop- 
erly in investigating the race, but that the 
only evidence against Barry was the testi- 
mony of jockeys offered in the form of 
written statements. None of the riders 
took the stand. 


The judge added that he had ruled in 
favor of the trainer “not because he was 
of the opinion that this man is fit as a 
trainer or that he should, in any way, be 
connected with racing.” But he felt the 
man had not had a fair trial. 
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though she still is the property of Bad- 
man. 

Many experts claim that the yearling 
full sister to Royal Gem and Crown Gem, 
is the best paddock product of French 
Gem.° She certainly looks that way but 
this is nothing of a “new look” with this 
breed. 


THE OTHERS. St. Fairy, carrying 
140 pounds, won at 614 furlongs in Ade- 
laide on June 12 and carried his winnings 
to £23,28814, from a record of 24% wins. 
and 24 minor placings. Two days later he 
took up 148 pounds and outclassed a field 
of good milers. He once won under 149. 


Race-goers here have a great affection 
for “Old Ginger,” as they call him. Now 
rising 8 years old, he is fitter than ever be- 
fore. As a 3-year-old he was sold to Mel- 
bourne’s most popular owner, O. R. Por- 
ter, for 4,000 guineas. 

Attley has had more farewells than a - 
prima donna and yet he is still on deck | 
with an ace in his hand. Attley was sold 
at auction in May for 4,000 guineas and 
it was thought a stud career would be 
planned for him. But, he was produced 
in a seven-furlong race at Flemington on 
June 12 and although burdened with 136 
pounds—really it was a luxury weight for 
him—he skittled the opposition with an 
electrifying finishing effort. 


Attley is now owned by R. Sackville, 
wealthy clothing manufacturer, and 
trained by Bill Cutler, who has, with the 
exception of a brief period, always trained 
this nice horse. Attley cost only 230 
guineas as a yearling and has toted up the 
respectable sum of £21,719 in prize-money 
from 1814 wins and eight minor placings. 
And there is more to come. 


Murray Stream is flowing strongly in 
Brisbane, which is about 1.200 miles from 
Melbourne. In winter Brisbane is the 
Florida of Australia to cold Melbourne 
residents with “enough” to winter up 
there. 


Murray Stream won at Eagle Farm, 
headquarters of the Turf in Brisbane, on 
June 12. He has earned £22,422 from 18 
wins and nine minor placings. 


Entries for the Melbourne Cup of 1948, 
reached the record number of 534 and new 
figures for the Caulfield Cup were 454. 
The Melbourne Cup now worth £12,850, 
will be run in November and the Caulfield 
Cup of £7,500, in October. 


Jockey Tommy Malley has ridden three 
generations of winning horses for Trainer 
Eddie Feakes. In 1931 he piloted Up- 
turn, which later became the dam of 
Opera Hat. He rode Opera Hat, and this 
season has won with Hat Check Girl, 
daughter of Opera Hat. Malley will again 
be riding for Feakes at the summer meet- 
ing at Monmouth Park.

Among 
Blue Yonder’s stakes victories are the Potomac Stakes, Gray- 
son Stakes, and the Chesapeake Trial Stakes. 


Surrogate scored in the Rancocas Stakes as a 
two-year-old, and also the same year was second to 
Lucky Draw in the Juvenile Stakes. 


A half-brother of Blue Yonder, Surrogate, and Rank that 
is to be sold by Stoner Creek the afternoon of July 29 at 
Keeneland, is considered the best looking foal produced thus 
far by Reighzelle. He is a splendid looking chestnut colt by 
Shut Out.

Trance: A $500 Sales Yearling, 
She Beat the Able Fitz Herbert 


George M. Odom recently commented 
on several of the famous horses he had 
trained. For some reason, he made no 
reference to the filly Trance, which was 
his first high-class horse. 


Trance, a bay filly foaled in 1906, was 
bred at the world-famous Castleton Stud 
of James R. Keene at Lexington. She 
was by Ben Brush—*Fair Vision. 


*Fair Vision, foaled in 1886, was by 
Touchet (son of the Triple Crown winner 
Lord Lyon) out of Enchantress, by Scot- 
tish Chief. She was purchased by Wil- 
liam Allison for the account of J. R. 
Keene at the Newmarket sales in De- 
cember, 1892, for 1,500 guineas. She was 
bred by George A. Baird (Squire Abing- 
don). 

As Castleton was not functioning at the 
time of her purchase, she remained at the 
Cobham Stud for about a year. She was 
in foal to Minting when purchased, and 
produced a bay filly the following spring. 
In 1893 she was bred to Amphion and 
then shipped to this country, producing 
the following year the chestnut colt Horo- 
scope (imported in utero), which was a 
winner. 

Her next foal was Miss Tenny, by 
Tenny, a stakes winner and dam of the 
stakes winner Gold Ten. *Fair Vision 
was also the dam of the stakes winner 
Runaway Girl (dam of the Carter Handi- 
cap winner Gretna Green), the stakes 
winner Meggs Hill, the stakes winner and 
sire Peter Quince, and Trance. Run- 
away Girl was also the dam of Pankhurst, 
dam of Upset, the only horse that ever 
defeated Man o’ War. It is obvious that 
*Fair Vision was well worth the sum paid 
for her. 


$500 YEARLING. Trance, then un- 
named, was offered for sale as a yearling 
by J. R. Keene in the Fasig-Tipton sales 
at Sheepshead Bay in September, 1907. 
She was knocked down to Max Hirsch for 
$500. Whether Hirsch was acting for 
himself or as agent for H. T. Griffin, in 
whose name Trance first ran, is not known 
to me. Hirsch has been a great trader’ in 
Thoroughbreds all his life, and it may be 
that he passed her on to Griffin at a 
profit. Griffin is still living in California, 
and if he sees this he may write and clear 
up this point. Next time I see Max 
Hirsch, I shall ask him about it. 

Trance won her first start at Oakland 
on January 1, 1908. She ran seven times

in Griffin’s name, winning four races, was 
second in two, third in one, earned 
$4,650. Among her victories were the 
Rose and Ozone Stakes, at Aqueduct. In 
her seventh start at Aqueduct she finished 
second, beaten three lengths by Fitz 
Herbert in the Woodhaven Stakes. The 
colt was entered to be sold for $2,500. 
Trance was in for $2,220. Phil Mus- 
grave was overconfident and _ permitted 
Fitz Herbert to steal the race. 


THEN $4,000. After this defeat 


Trance was purchased from Griffin by 


George Odom for $4,000. For Odom she 
started in 19 races, won 12, was second 
in five, third in one, unplaced in one, 
earned $23,852. At two, altogether, she 
ran 26 times, won 16 races, was second in 
seven, third in two, unplaced in one, 
earned a total of $28,502. The only time 
she was unplaced was in the seven-furlong 
Flatbush Stakes at Sheepshead Bay. She 
appeared to be a bit outclassed. The 
order of the finish was Sir Martin, 
Maskette, Fayette, Wedding Bells, and 
Trance. 

She won her first nine starts after being 
purchased by Odom and won nine stakes 
for him that year. They were worth only 
$13,552. Racing that year, beginning at 
the spring meeting at Gravesend, was the 
football of politics. The governor of New 
York, Charles Evans Hughes, used all the 
powers of his office to interdict it. 


TWO GOOD RACES. I thought Trance 
displayed two particularly sparkling per- 
formances at two. The first was the Holly 
Handicap, about six furlongs, at Grave- 
send, in which she carried 118 pounds 
and defeated Fitz Herbert (124) by five 
lengths. Hilarious (122) was third, Bon 
Homme (108) fourth and last. 

Trance and Fitz Herbert were split 
favorites at 8-5. Dalton McCarthy rode 
the filly, Carrol Shilling the colt. 

The following two years Fitz Herbert 
was the best race horse in this country. 
and in 1909 Hilarious won the Carlton, 
Tidal, Travers, and Withers Stakes out of 
five starts. He was inferior only to Fitz 
Herbert. 

In the six furlong Nursery Handicap, 
at Belmont Park, Trance (124) defeated

After the race 
she was led away by J. R. Wainright, who 
had claimed her for $1,800 plus the purse 
of $410, and George Odom thereby lost 
the first real good filly he ever had.

MATT DAWSON, NOT JOSEPH 


In Neil Newman’s “Added Notes about 
Foxhall,” in THe Bioop-Horse of June 
19, page 596, it was stated that Joseph 
Dawson had trained St. Simon, Minting, 
and other horses owned by Lord Falmouth.

In 1912, the last year she raced, Trance 
ran 1] times, won two races, was second 
in two, third in one, earned $1,230. She 
was still the property of J. R. Wain- 
wright and was trained by F. Luzader. 


Her last start was in a selling race at 
Louisville in October, 1912. She was rid- 
den by John Loftus, and broke down in 
the stretch. Cohort, a good sprinter and 
stakes winner when he was younger, was 
the winner. 


In the five seasons she raced, Trance 
started in 62 races, won 30, was second 
in 12, third in four, unplaced in 16, 
earned $35,072. 


Her racing days over, Trance was sold 
to John Sanford and retired to the Hurri- 
cana Stud, Amsterdam, N. Y., where she 
died in 1924, after producing eight foals.

THE BUSINESS SIDE 


Some Figures on 


Purse Distribution 


The table on attendance and betting in 
last week’s issue of THe Btoop-Horse 
(June 26, page 653) indicated a continu- 
ation of the downward trend that has been 
evident throughout the country in these 
two departments for some time. 


Attendance and betting statistics are of 
importance to the horseman in indicating 
the enthusiasm of the public for the sport 
which is his bread and butter. But purse 
distribution figures are even more impor- 
tant as they affect directly the earning ca- 
pacity of his horses. 


The table here presented registers the 
changes in distribution for the same meet- 
ings analyzed last week, with the excep- 
tion of Gulfstream Park. For this track 
the figures for 1947 and 1948 are so over- 
lapping as to afford no reliable compari- 
son of purse distribution, because of the 
shifting of race dates. 


There is no readily discernible correla- 
tion between the two tables, and no real 
trend is evident at this point so far as dis- 
tribution is concerned. The changes range 
from a decline of 17 per cent at Sunshine 
Park to an increase of 1414 per cent at 
Lincoln Fields. 


The data given for 1948 is for the meet- 
ings completed at each track as of June 
19. The figures for 1947 are on the basis 
of racing at each track throughout the en- 
tire year. 

This leads to certain discrepancies that 
must be noted before the reader attempts 
to interpret the data. Thus, as Tropical 
Park had no spring meeting last year, the 
figures reported for that track for 1947 
are for the last 14 days of its 1946-47 win- 
ter meet. 


The 52 days of racing reported for 
Santa Anita Park in 1947 include the last 
49 days of its 1946-47 meeting plus the 
first three days of its 1947-48 meeting. 
These latter three days are also included 
in the 1948 figures. 

A certain discount must be made in 
considering the 14 per cent increase in 
distribution indicated for Churchill 
Downs. The distribution at the Louisville 
track is always greater at the spring meet- 
ing than the fall meeting. A comparison 
of the spring meeting with returns for the 
entire year, therefore, gives a distortion 
in favor of the spring meeting. The same 
reasoning might also apply to such tracks 
as Bowie, Havre de Grace, Jamaica, Pim- 
lico, and- Belmont Park, but to a lesser 
degree.

Allen Drumheller Can’t Keep 


Horses Away From His Door 


Los ANGELES 

This reporter has believed for some 
time that California racing has its share 
of high-class sprinters and top-flight train- 
ers. In the latter category one must in- 
clude Allen Drumheller, although condi- 
tioning Thoroughbreds is only one of his 
accomplishments. At 53, short, baldish, 
good-humored Mr. Drumheller is also a 
successful breeder and owner and a 
member of the Washington Horse Racing 
Commission. 

Many in racing will remember Drum- 
heller as the owner and breeder of Georgie 
Drum, Sirde, Hank H., Cordiner, and the 
fleet Campus Fusser. Others will re- 
member him as the trainer of a 12-horse 
stable that won 17 races last winter 
against some severe competition at Santa 
Anita. Others will know him as one of 
the most respected and feared trainers 
now racing at Hollywood Park. 

This season Drumheller has 24 horses 
in training at Hollywood Park, which is 


just about twice the number that he cus- 
tomarily handles. There are several rea- 
sons for this, but two will explain well 
enough. 

One is that all of Drumheller’s friends 
keep plaguing him to take over their 
horses, and he has a tough time saying no. 
The other is that he is training the western 
division of the stable racing in the canary 
yellow silks of Mr. and Mrs. John D. 
Hertz. 

Drumheller trained a number of horses 
for Mr. and Mrs. Hertz last summer at 
Hollywood Park, and met with consider- 
able success, especially with the home- 
bred filly Nursery School. Unfortunately, 
Nursery School has not grown a great deal 
since. She has added little weight, still 
wears a No. 3 shoe, and Drumheller 
doubts whether she will be very successful 
this season. 

However, he has a number of really 
worthwhile prospects. The veteran Hank 
H., which has run some surprisingly fine 


races on occasion, and Amble In are 
nominated for the $100,000 Gold Cup on 


July 17. When the weights are right, 
both are capable of holding their own in 
our top-flight stakes company. The con- 
sistent Cordiner, a winner of four races 
last winter at Santa Anita, is ready to 
start any day now. In the barn are three 
2-year-olds owned by Mr. and Mrs. Hertz, 
and Drumheller believes that two of them, 
Smart Count and On The Hour, are ex- 
cellent prospects. The former is by Count 
Fleet out of Smart Daughter, by *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd, and has not yet started. On 
The Hour is by Gala Hour out of Frances 
d’Or, by *Blenheim 2nd. 

Besides the Hertzes, Drumheller also 
trains for the Elttaes Farm, which is Seat- 
tle spelled backwards, and is the nom de 
course of Joseph Gottstein, owner of Long- 
acres racetrack. Other patrons are B. N. 
Hutchinson, Seattle advertising executive, 
Mervyn LeRoy, K and L Stable (Sally and 
Irving Levine), W. E. Boeing, Lin C. 
Howard, Jr., Alhadeff and Levine (Mor- 
rie Alhadeff is Gottstein’s son-in-law; Le- 
vine owns a chain of theatres in Seattle), 


and Mr. and Mrs. J. B. Staadecker. 


Drumheller is blue-eyed and husky, and 
looks as though he might have been a race 
rider at one time.

Drumheller not only rode the horses but 
took care of them, and having lived 
among horses all his life, it was a natural 
step to become a Thoroughbred trainer 
some 22 years ago. He has been at it ever 
since with mounting success. 


ORIGINAL HANK H. A great deal of 
this success is due to some very able as- 
sistance around the barn. His foreman 
for many years, and before that the fore- 
man for his dad, is Henry (Hank) Heim- 
bigner, from whom Hank H. derives his 
name. Drumheller’s elder son, Allen, Jr., 
is following in his father’s footsteps as a 
trainer, and there is a 15-year-old son 
George, who will be a horseman when he 
finishes school.

five mares. They are Campus Queen, bar- 
ren last year and now bred to Count 
Speed; Campus Star, also barren last 
year and now bred to Count Gallahad;

On any list of successful trainers, Drum- 
heller’s name must be at or near the top. 
His horses are always fit and ready to run 
their top races at first asking, without 
need of a preliminary qualifier. Knowing 
when they are ready to run, Drumheller 
believes, is something that comes only 
with experience. “And then,” he adds, 
“half the time they will fool you.” 

The charts show that Drumheller is 
fooled considerably less often than the 
average trainer. “Horses are born to 
run,” he says. “All a trainer can do is 
help his horse along by having him in the 
finest possible physical condition. I go 
a lot by ‘nerve temperament.’ If a horse 
is eating well and doing well around the 
barn, my guess is that he is ready. There’s 
no secret to it.” 


APPRENTICE SITUATION. Alfred 
Jay Luke, president of the California 
Thoroughbred Owners and Trainers Asso- 
ciation, and Bert Thompson, western rep- 
resentative of the Jockeys’ Guild, have 
been burning considerable midnight oil in 
an attempt to find a solution to the prob- 
lem of apprentices and their contracts. 

That some owners were (and are) hir- 
ing apprentices, and then using the lads 
as cheap labor around the barns was 
brought to light by Luke and Thompson 
at the annual meeting of the National As- 
sociation of State Racing Commissioners 
last winter in New Orleans. 

The practice is not a common one. But 


it has happened, and is happening, “and... | 


both Luke and Thompson are determined 
to stamp it out permanently, if possible. 


The main complaint is that some of the 
large stables may have seven or eight 
youngsters under contract as apprentices, 
and put them to work as exercise boys 
and hot walkers. You never see their 
names on the afternoon programs. Luke 
and Thompson believe the lads, in some 
cases, are not provided with proper 
clothes, and that when they are in need 
of medical assistance this important mat- 
ter is left for the track physician to handle 
as he sees fit. 


The new apprentice contract (covering 
a five-year period) will specify that after 
three years the youngster must be given a 
chance to ride, or the contract auto- 
matically is cancelled. It will also state 
that one-third of all earnings be placed in 
trust until the boy becomes 21 years old.

New Betting Plan 
Is Being Tried 


RoME 


Once again Italy is doing something 
new in the field of racing, by starting 
operations on a racing pool, to be effected 
every Sunday and handled by the same 
company. now operating the soccer game 
pool. 

It was an idea of the UNIRE that as 
racing is definitely not a popular sport in 
Italy, it should be given a chance to in- 
terest the public when coupled with other 
sporting features. Bettors of soccer 
matches are tempted to try on racing, too, 
when they are handed the racing yellow 
score form, together with the blue form 
of soccer. The company operating the 
soccer pool is called SISAL, and the new 
racing pool is known as TOTIP. 

The new pool was started May 30 with 
a very simple regulation. There are six 
races especially chosen for the TOTIP 
every Sunday. Three of them are run- 
ning races and three are trotting races. 
For each race, players must indicate the 
group of the winning horse and the group 


of the second horse. Horses in each race 
are divided into three groups, at random, 
but so made that there is possibly an 
equal number of horses in each group. 

The best score is 12 points, but if no 12 
is registered, the prize is divided among 
those who have scored 11 points, and so 
on. In the first two wecks the prize to the 
winners was, respectively, of 1,500,000 and 
and 4,500,000 lire ($3,000 and $9,000). 

Declaration of starters for the TOTIP 
races is made on the preceding Tuesday, 
aud horses engaged cannot be withdrawn 
for any reason. To forestall the damage 
of having a horse engaged so much in ad- 
vance, the UNIRE will pay a special 
bonus to winning horses, placed horses, 
and trainers engaged in TOTIP races. 
Foreign races may also be included in the 
TOTIP card, when they present a special 
interest for Italian bettors. 

The institution of the TOTIP is ex- 
pected to be great medicine for Italian 
racing. The UNIRE is allowed by the 
government to take a percentage out of 
all money bet on TOTIP. This is all net 
money for our racing agency, because the 
expenses for the organization of the 
TOTIP are borne by a company not con- 
nected with racing. This money will be 
employed in improving the stock and in- 
creasing the purses, but, of course, we 
shall be able to calculate the success of 


this new enterprise only by the end of the 
year. 


This form of betting is done downtown. 
Every bar and every other public place in 
Italy acts as an agency of both SISAL and 
TOTIP, so that the chances in our favour 
are outstanding. Breeders here already 
dream about going abroad to buy the 
bloodstock they. need with the TOTIP 
money, and trainers think of when purses 
will be at least doubled to meet stable 
expenses. The TOTIP in its practical ex- 
istence represents a good deal of work on 
the part of the UNIRE, which is to be 
credited to a great extent for it. 

ASTOLFINA’S FIFTH. Racing in 
June is at its best in this country. Re- 
cently we had two features of interest— 
the Premio Principe Amedeo, in Turin, 
and the Criterium of the 2-Year-Olds, in 
Rome. 


The Premio Principe Amedeo is, chrono- 
logically, our seventh classic race for 3- 
year-olds, and it is possible that we have 
too many classic races. It is run in Turin 
(the only race of importance in this 
place) at 15g miles. This year it has 
registered the unique case of being the 
fifth classic win of Astolfina, the chestnut 
filly by Niccolo dell’Arca—Aspertina, by 
*Ortello, whose task is to be in top form 
when her stablemates are not.

other six lengths away came French-bred 
but British-owned Roi de Navarre. He 
was last most of the way and had tracked 
Arbar from the start. But when it came 
to racing there was only one in it. Roi de 
Navarre just beat Whiteway, the only 
British-bred horse in the race, by a head 
for third place. Whiteway promised to 
be a danger for two miles but soon after- 
wards he had shot his bolt. Gypse was a 
complete failure. He never got into a 
good position and ran like a horse who 
has gone stale. As was seen in the Prix 
du Cadran Tourment does not stay. 


VIC DAY. Overnight Mr. Herbert Bla- 
grave paid £6,500 for the French 3-year- 
old Vic Day, a son of Prince Rose. He 
got the money back at the first time of 
asking when the colt won £6,691 in the 
King Edward VII Stakes. It was a tight 
finish with Vic Day just getting the best 
of it with Folie 2nd and Alycidon in a 
half length and neck finish. Thus French 
blood occupied the two leading positions. 
Folie 2nd had been bought by Sir John 
Jarvis after finishing third in the Oaks. 

The Aga Khan’s Somali, probably the 
most fancied of all the runners from the 
stable, gave a shocking display. He was 
out of the race a long way from the finish. 
M. M. Boussac’s Dernah would have been 
concerned in the finish but for losing 
ground at the start. He was left with too 
much to do. The third day was com- 
pleted with a couple of handicaps but 
they are not worth mentioning. 


FOURTH DAY. Just to prove how bad 
our 3-year-old fillies are the 1,000 Guineas 
winner Queenpot was completely eclipsed 
in the Jersey Stakes. She failed to gain 
a place and two second-class colts in 
Hyperbole (by Hyperion) and Hope 
Street (by Watling Street) fought out a 
photo finish which went in favour of the 
former by a short head. This is the first 
year the camera has been in operation at 
Ascot and it had to be used on more than 
one occasion. 


ABERNANT. I am inclined to award 
premier honours in the 2-year-old division 
to Abernant who won the Chesham Stakes 
in runaway fashion. This dark grey colt 
from the Beckhampton establishment is 
in the same ownership as Royal Forest 


who scored on the opening afternoon. But 


whereas Royal Forest was all out nothing 
ever had the slightest chance with Aber- 
nant. He outclassed the opposition to 
win at his leisure and I do not think he 
will be beaten again this year. 

I am not going to be too confident about 
his later career. He is by Owen Tudor 
out of Rustom Mahal, a daughter of Rus- 
tom Pasha and the famous Mumtaz 
Mahal, by The Tetrarch. Even if Rustom 
Mahal is a half sister to Mah Mahal, dam 
of the Derby winner *Mahmoud, it is a 


family that has been conspicuous for 
speed rather than stamina.

Whether Owen Tudor can provide suf- 
ficient stoutness in the top half of the 
pedigree has still to be proved. He was 
undoubtedly a top-class performer such 
time as he could be ridden for a short 
run at the finish. He was always beaten 
when taken to the front too soon. Still, 
he won the substitute Gold Cup at New- 
market. There were some nice colts be- 
hind Abernant and I liked the look of 
Swallow Tail who is a half brother, by 
Bois Roussel, to the 1,000 Guineas and 
St. Leger winner Herringbone. 


CLARION. The Wokingham Stakes 
was won by the 33-to-l1 chance White 
Cockade (by Orthodox) but the honours 
if not the stake went to gallant little 
Clarion 3rd who carried top weight of 
132 pounds into third place, beaten no 
more than a neck and a short head. He 
is another son of Djebel, who can get 
sprinters as well as stayers. No doubt 
Clarion 3rd, who is owned by Mr. R. B. 
Strassburger, would have won on top of 
the ground but much rain had made the 
going rather soft. 


SAYAJIRAO came into his own when 
trouncing Nirgal and Pearl Diver in a 
three-horse race for the Hardwicke 
Stakes. Sayajirao had received medical 
treatment for rheumatism but put up a 
sparkling performance. He made all the 
running and was never seriously chal- 
lenged. He will now go for the Eclipse 
Stakes in which he can finally settle the 
question of superiority with Migoli.

suited by the slow pace. It did not give 
them a chance to play upon their stamina. 

It had been a black week for backers 
and as if to fill their cup of bitterness to 
overflowing a 33-to-1 chance in Squander 
Bug (by Gold Bridge) upset all calcula- 
tions in the King’s Stand Stakes. The hot 
favourite, Careless Nora, a flying machine 
on top of the ground, found herself held 
fast in the soft going. She could not 
quite see it through to the end after being 
in front from the start. 


THE LAMONT CASE 


A decision in the case of Daniel La- 
mont, of Altoona, Pa., who is appealing a 
refusal of The Jockey Club to issue him 
an owner’s license in New York, is in 
abeyance. Testimony was heard at New 
York on May 28 by George D. Widener 
and Alfred G. Vanderbilt, stewards of The 
Jockey Club, and Ashley T. Cole, David 


Dows, and William C. Langley, of the. 


New York State Racing Commission. 


Lamont had been denied an owner’s 
license because of his alleged connection 
with a handbook at Altoona. Operatives 
of the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau and the Pinkerton Agency testi- 
fied that the owner of El Mono was known 
as “the king of the bookmakers” in Al- 
toona. 


Evidence also was introduced purporting 
to link Lamont with a Joe Bedelli, who 
has several other names, including Biel- 
ski. Photostats of checks and telegraphic 
money orders were offered. They were 
said to have been seized by Federal nar- 
cotic agents when Bedelli, or Bielski, was 
arrested on a narcotics charge. In de- 
fense, Lamont said the payments repre- 
sented by the checks and orders: were due 
him as winnings forwarded by Bedelli, 
who he said was his bookmaker or betting 
commissioner. 

The hearing adjourned when John W. 
Burke, Jr., counsel for The Jockey Club, 
said a prospective witness against Lamont 
had been terrorized. The witness, identi- 


fied by Burke as Pat Johns, of Altoona,> 


was prepared to testify that he had lost 
thousands of dollars and a lunchroom to 
Lamont on horse bets. Lamont and lawyers 
for both sides will interview Johns at Al- 
toona in the presence of a notary public. 
Police -protection will be furnished the 
witness. 

Lamont introduced several character 
witnesses on his own behalf. 

The National Association of State Rac- 
ing Commissioners recommends that the 
denial of a license shall be considered to 
be a ruling. If the Jockey Club ruling is 
upheld, it presumably could result in La- 
mont’s being refused a license in other 
states. 

And if Lamont is not licensed, the way 
presumably will be opened to bar other 
bookmakers who may race in New York.
